Here the machinery 
of the law was used to railroad an innocent man to the gal- 
lows by perjured and manufactured evidence and when this 
infamy was uncovered and exposed to the world it became 
necessary for ex-president Woodrow Wilson to intervene in 
behalf of Mooney and by so doing saved California from the 
disgrace of being a party to executing Mooney after he had 
been found to be the victim of one of the most ghastly 
frame-ups of which officers of any state had ever been 
guilty.

“The merit clause of the automo- 
bile code is contained in no other 
code, and its discontinuance has been 
promised by both the President and 
the administrator. We protested to 
the administration any further con- 
doning of the deliberate activities of 
the automobile manufacturers in vio- 
lating and evading Section 7-A with 
its obligation of collective bargain- 
ing.

“We believe the code of the auto- 
mobile industry presents a challenge 
to the NRA. We have only urged a 
reasonable program. The code should 
give some protection to workers, | 
should provide an extension of em-' 
ployment, and at the same _ time 
should not place upon industry any 
more than it should carry in order 
to contribute to a New Deal from 
which it has so profited.”
